The detectives working on the broth­ 
er theory are not those connected with 
the Los Angeles police force. 
The regular police officers are not 
enthusiastic about the new theory in 
the hunt for the man who crept into 
Taylors home last Wednesday night 
and shot him from behind. 
There is nothing but mystery about 
the whereabouts of Dennis Deane T a n ­ 
ner, and bis relations with his broth ­ 
er. 
Police have been told from New York 
that there was a brother, Dennis, who 
resembled William;! that shortly af­ 
ter William dropped from sight, Den­ 
nis did likewise, but that William sent 
fifty dollars a month to Dennis’ wife, 
who was before her marriage Ada 
Brennan.
